CHINA. 


HANKOW. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hankow, April 15. 

From the central position which this place occupies in the Em- 

ireewe are able to take a bird’s-eye view of what is transpiring 
In every quarter. Rebellions in Yunan and in Kweichau, irrup- 
tions in Hunan, outbreaks in Sz’chuen, insurrections in Kansuh 
and Shensi—are sure to be talked of in Hankow. At the present 
time the current of common rumour flows north-west, towards 
the two provinces of Kansuh and Shensi, which are to a great 
extent overrun by Mahometan rebels. Amongst these there 
are said to be not a few of those marauders known by the name 
of Nienfei, as well as a sprinkling of the old “ long-haired ” rebels. 

The rebels are said to possess foreign guns, to have become 
well trained for war, and to be thoroughly roused for conquest— 
so roused that even their women take to the field, mount on 
horseback, keep ear f and fight like men. One rumour states 
that Tso Ta Ren and his remnant are surrounded by them; an- 
other, that they are besieging Siganfu, the provincial capital of 
Shensi. However much of truth or falsehood these various ru- 
mours may contain, it is certain that Li Hung Tsang’s orders to 
Yunnan and Kweichau have been remanded, and that he is now 
commanded to proceed to Kansuh and Shensi, to rescue Tso and 
to put down the insurgents. His brother, Li Han Tsang has 
already arrived it Wuchang, coming hither in a large steamer, 
accompanied by a smaller one, to take charge of our Viceroy’s 
business during his absence in the wars. 

It is certain also that great activity is being displayed in the 
enlistment of soldiers to compose Li’s army. Red coats throng 
the thoroughfares, and strings of recruits are frequently seen 
marching off to the various camps outside the city. At first 
Li, being a Kiang-nan man, showed a decided preference for 
Kiang-nan soldiers, and few but Kiang-nan men were being 
enlisted. The Hanyang Shien, however, represented to his Ex- 
cellency that Hunan and Hupeh men were also subjects of his 
Majesty, and that they too were eligible for employment ; so now 
his army is being made up in a more general way. It is to con- 
tain from 30,000 to 50,000 men, and to be increased on his arrival 
at Liang-yang. It seems that there are plenty of vagabond fel- 
lows to be got for the purpose, notwithstanding it is considered 
somewhat in the light of a forlorn-hope expedition. The men 
are not pressed, but enlisted under the agreement that they shall 
receive four taels two mace (about 26s.) every fortieth day ; Li 
having, on account of the poverty of the Imperial exchequer hit 
upon this “ Liberal” plan of extending a month to that term of 
days. If this ingenious and economical plan has really bee 
adopted by the astute Viceroy, what a rare Chancellor of the 
Exchequer would he make for the present Liberal Government of 
England! He would out-do Mr. Lowe! 

reat bribery is reported in the obtaining of commissions to 
serve in Li’s army, many colonels of regiments purchasing their 
rank at prices varying from 500 to 1,000 taels. Li himself told 
the captain of a French gunboat, now at Hankow, that he should 
be off on the 25th inst. Considering, however, that he ought to 
have gone some time ago, that is very doubtful. But this morn- 
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ing, probably for the first time, a small foreign steamer belonging 
to him proceeded up the-River Han, to the great surprise of the 
natives, destined to nobody knows where. 

It is thought that if Tso be in such straits as he is represented 
to be in, it would argue a little more brotherly love in Li if he 
would make a trifle more haste to relieve him. His not doing so 
is set down to the account of a slight indisposition towards the 
whole affair, or else to a vain desire of securing the more glory to 
himself, by suffering matters to reach their worst before he at- 
tempts to mend them. 

The result, as the origin, of this wide-spread and flourishing 
rebellion, is not easy to divine. Possibly the triumphant insur- 
gents are only now avenging ages of wrong and oppression ; for 
though now, to all intents and purposes, Chinese, it is not forgot- 
ten that their ancestors were foreigners, and that their creed is 
foreign too. Should Li be defeated it is not unlikely that they 
he set up in these two provinces an independent Lingala of 

eir own. 


DR. SHEARER’S HOSPITAL AND OPIUM SMOKERS. 

We have received the “Second Report of the London Mission 
Hospital,’ Hankow, by George Shearer, M.D., from November 1, 
1868, to December 31, 1869. This report professes to give an 
account of the professional labours of Dr. Shearer, for a period 
of fourteen montha, at the hospital itself, and at the dispensaries 
in Han-Yang and Wuchang. It has seventeen pages devoted 
to the various diseases treated, with very valuable remarks de- 
scribing them, or noting some of their peculiarities. 

The following general summary will give an outline of the 
variety of the disorders which came under the Doctor’s care, and 
will indicate the extent of his labours :—

The remarks of Dr. Shearer relating to opium smokers and his 
method of treating them will be read with interest by a large 
class of our patrons. 

“ Ninety-six ope smokers applied for means to enable them 
to get rid of the pernicious habte, the majority of whom were 
below the standard of health—pale, haggard, emaciated, and 
spiritlesa, or suffering from dyspepsia, diarrhosa, heemorrhoids, 
sciatica or asthma and bronchitis. In ten cases the health was 
unaffected, the average quantity of opium‘being used, and for a 
period of years. Fifty smoked one mace daily and under ; forty- 
six smoked two mace and over; a large number begun the habit, 
like Coleridge, for the relief of pain. One man, a Tai-ping-kwan 
had been in the habit of smoking eight mace daily, for a period 
of fifty years, but by strength of will he conquered the habit, and 
is now in the best of health. One man had been using four mace 
daily for seventeen years, and though suffering from internal piles 
seemed in good health. Four persons, husband and wife, mother 
and son, using three mace daily for several years, applied for 
assistance to break off the habit because they were now too poor 
to get the drug. 

“I do not adopt the practice of withdrawing opium smokers 
from their homes and detaining them in hospital under strict sur- 
veillance, as advocated by some, but make use of all the moral per. 
suasives and medicinal adjuncts in my power, and then set them 
free to struggle with and conquer the vice if they may. Some 
have brought their opium-pipes in proof of their sincerity, and I 
have an assured conviction that many have got the better of the 
evil habit through the means employed. Of twelve at least I am 
certain, and in their case there is, I think, little fear of their resum- 
ing the practice. I use a pill (composed of hyoscyamus, camphor, 
capsicum, and quinine) which answers well in allaying the morbid 
craving, and at the same time giving tone to the stomach. Inthe 
majority of instances breaking off the use of the drug is followed 
by nervousness, alesplessbaae lees of appetite, and debility, seldom 
diarrhoea, but usually within a oath the system accommodates 
fete privation of the wonted stimulant, and health is reco- 
vered, 





SHANGHAI. 

Dates are down to April 22. The London mail of Feb. 25 arrived 
out on April 15, with telegrams to March 21; via Kiachta tele- 
grams extend to the 29th. The following items are from the 
North China Herald :— 
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The matter of greatest local interest, has been the cause 
von Gumpach v. Hart, which ended on Thursday ; the jury find- 
ing a verdict for the plaintiff, damages £1,800, and Tls. 176, which 
the community generally endorse. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the North-China Insurance 
Company (1869-71), was held yesterday, when the directors’ report 
and accounts for the half-year ended December 31 last, were pre- 
sented. These show a highly prosperous state of affairs. After 
payment of all claims and expenses to date, the working account 
show a profit of Tls. 226,642, raising the balance in hand to Tis, 
606,885, in addition to the paid up capital of Tls. 300,000. And 
this result has been attained in spite of exceptionally heavy losses, 
aggregating Tls. 295,268. It was resolved, after some discussion, 
to abandon the practice of charging policy fees which has been 
hithorto customary. The following directors were elected for the 
eee Brand, Bell, Lavers, Michie, Porter, and E, 

. Smith. 

The French missionaries seem determined to avail themselves 
of the privileges wrenched from the Chinese during the last de- 
monstration at Nanking, and numerous buildings are in course of 
erection throughout the country; the one most deservitig of notice 
in this vicinity being a chapel near completion at Woosung, a very 
creditable structure, about eighty feet in length, and substantia 
withal. While these good men are steadily working their way up hill 
against innumerable obstacles,and compelling the natives torespect 
the cross when once upraised on any house of worship, one would 
naturally expect to find the same emblem on the portal of a bury- 
ing-place, equally reverenced ; but it is not so; near Woosung, 
the cemetery, now hardly worthy of that name, is in a deplorable 
condition. One side of the wall has been knocked down, and what 
is left of the gates bear signs of wilful demolition ; though in the 
midst of the ruins, with other mounds, may be found (by the aid of 
a stick as a probe, and a sickle to cut down the rank grass) several 
monuments to the memory of Europeans, who have died and been 
buried at this lonely spot. Chinamen respect their own dead, and 
they ought to be made-to respect ours. 

A meeting of land renters in the British Concession at 
Kiukiang was held on the 9th April, when the municipal report 
and accounts were presented. The latter show a balance in hand 
of Tis, 614.28, after an expenditure Tls. 768 84. A call of Tis. 30 

x lot is made for the current year. Messrs. Hollingworth, 
Hamilton. and Anderson were re-elected a committee. 

The Peking Races came off on the 4th, and afforded two days’ 
very good sport. A report will be printed in our next issue. A 
correspondent mentions a report that Mr. Hart contemplates 
founding a weekly paper in Shanghai, to be called the Cycle, and 
to advocate the views of the Burlingame school. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes:—'' The weather is still very 
cold, and we have lately had a good deal of rain for this dry region. 
Two days ago I saw ice # inch thick, the produce of a single 
night. Further news quite confirms the serious nature of the de- 
feat lately experienced by the Imperialists in Shensi.” 

A great improvement has been effected in the French settle- 
ment, by pulling down all the buildings which surrounded and 
shut in the French Municipal Hall. This ia now left standing in 
the middle of a large open compound, enclosed by a wall and 


palisade. 
HONG KONG. 
The dates by the present mail extend to the 28th April. The 
London mail of 11th March arrived out on the 20th, with tele- 
grams to the 1st April. 


The following summary is from the China Mail of April 28 — 

A glance at our Share List must convince those curious in such 
matters that Hong Kong, in a commercial sense, need not yet be 
altogether abandoned, although business may not now be so profit- 
able asit was ten yearsago. In some senses, perhaps, Hong Kong 
is now more advanced than it then was; and it is our belief that 
it would require even a more sanguine temperament than ours 
faithfully to predict what changes may come about before the 
year 1880. The Suez Canal, numerous telegraphic schemes from 
all directions by land and sea, commercial expeditions through- 
out the Empire and to the borders of Burmah, and the rival strides 
of advancement taken by the neighbouring people of Japan— 
these and other influences must ripen into results which, if now 
predicted, would scarcely be credited. In opposition to all this, 
it may be said that the effect of these improvements is injurious 
to trade ; and it may be admitted that the sudden glut of the 
import markets, caused by the opening of the Suez Canal, has re- 
sulted in @ vexatious and disappointing feeling of stagnation. 
But these are temporary disorders which will very soon pass off, 
when the trade will find its healthy level by the judicious regula- 
tion of supply and demand. It is unquestionatle, however, that 
the extension of the market for our goods imported into China is 
the mainspring of our tradal requirements ; and it is well that 
this fact should be frequently placed before both the governmental 
classes and the merchants engaged in the China trade. While 
efforts are being made in this colony and Shanghai (as well as in 
India and England) by the mercantile communities, with this 
specific purpose in view, it is only reasonable and fair that the 
policy of the Government should go hand-in-hand with such 
endeavours. 

The report upon the Police Department for the year 1869 af 
peared in the Gasette of April 16, and deserves some notice. It 
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is known to a few that Sir R. MacDonnell was the virtual head 
of most of the departments of Government in Hong Kong, and 
that departmental records frequently apeetes fresh from the 
remodelling pen of the head master. is Excellency’s hand is 
too apparent in the document in question to allow of a moment’s 
doubt, and the report for last year should be entitled “ His Excel- 
lency’s Special Plea for his Police Force.’ To those who fail to 
note the hand of the real superintendent we give one or two ex- 
ressions :— The working of the police, as tested, has greatly 
proved ;” “the success of the police is so much enhanced. 
. . « « « We have received valuable assistance from the 
ing-house licensees ;” “ its steady decrease (7.¢. crime) during 
the last four years may be reasonably accepted as proof that 
the exertions of the officers of the departments have not been 
wholly futile,” “larceny by servants has decreased in a very re- 
markable manner since the opening of licensed gaming houses,” 
“as yet the Sikhs have not had the same local experience as other 
members of the Indian force,” and “I think it will always be 
found expedient to retain a large Indian element in the force.” 
The footmarks (or rather quill-marks) of the officer administering 
the Government and defending its policy, are here very clearly 
seen. In one sense, therefore, we are simply dealing with a sort of 
sechau fe of arguments, formerly advanced and answered, in con- 
nection with his Excellency’s colonial policy; so that the in- 
terest felt in the report upon the most expensive and least effi- 
cient of the departments is thus reduced to a minimum. 


ST. SAVIOUR’S COLLEGE. 

H.E. the Lieut.-Governor distributed the prizes to the success- 
ful candidates at the St. Saviour’s School’s examination on the 
26th. At three o’clock precisely the strains of the National 
Hymn, from the school band, announced H.E.’s arrival, and, at- 
tended by his personal staff, he took his seat upon the platform ; 
the other positions of honour were occupied by his Honour the 
Chief Justice, the Hon. Mr. Forth, Hon. C. Smith, Hon. R. Rowett, 
Mr. Lister, Rey. Mr. Kennedy (Naval Chaplain), and Don T. 
Ortuno, the Spanish Consul, with many of the more prominent of 
the members of the garrison. After the reading of the report of 
the year’s proceedings by the head of the College, Father T 
Raimondi, H.E. made a few brief remarks, expressing his thanks 
to the principal for his complimentary allusions, and expressing 
his conviction that the parents and relatives of the children 
must view with great gratitude the labours and success of the 
past year. His Excellency then proceeded to distribute the prizes, 
accompanying each with a few appropriate remarks. Several 

ieces of instrumental music were performed during the exercises 
yy the pupils in a very creditable manner. Several of our leading 
ladies and many of our pesiera merchants were present, and 
appeared highly gratified. The exercises concluded with a hu- 
morous dialogue between seven of the pupils, who contended. 
each in his own language, for the honour of returning thanks 
to the visitors ; commencing in English, the topic was handled in 
French, Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, Malay, and Chinese, and 
finally returning to Knglish, the first speaker thanked the ladies 
and gentlemen for their uttendance in well-chosen terms. After 
§ Save the Queen,” the visitors retired. 

PRESENTATION. 

Mr. George B. Glover, Commissioner of Customs, Canton, being 
about to de from that port, the members of the outdoor staff 
of the service, and the linguists and writers thereof, presented 
him with complimentary addresses, each pene accompanied by 
valuable silver ornaments. Mr. Glover acknowledged the compli- 
ments in suitable terms, expressing the pleasure he felt at having 
won the esteem of estimable bodies of men. 





A correspondent inquires whether Hong Kong is to be visited or 
not by the Flying Squadron, which was last heard of at Yokohama. 
Hong Kong, so faras we have seen, is not included among the “ports 
of call ;” indeed China is altogether excluded from the programme. 
Perhaps purposely so, for a Ministry which has been so gracefully 
complimentary to China as to apologise and make restitution for 
the acts of British officers in defending the lives and property of 
British subjects, can hardily be expected to risk wounding the 
delicate sensitiveness of the Chinese Government by such a formid- 
able display of strength in Chinese waters. Mr. Childers may have 
been apprehensive that the visit would be misconstrued, and 
Chinamen made very angry at what they might fancy was a covert 
menace—at any rate, that it was an insolent barbaric demonstra- 
tion to be resented when opportunity offers. To be sure, the 
presence of the squadron might have had another effect on the 
Chinese mind. It might have impressed them with an iden of the 
real strength that lies behind the mistaken diplomacy which en- 
courages the notion of our weakness, and fosters the not unreason- 
able belief on their part that the red-headed barbarians will do 
anything rather than fight. 

e hear that the rector of the Macao Seminary has decided to 
reprint the Chinese-Portuguese Dictionary, composed by the Rev. 
Fr, Gonsalves, and printed in the same seminary in the year 1833. 
The work has been entrusted to the well-known printers, Messrs. 
De Souza and Co. We hear also that the stock of the Chinese and 
Latin Dictionary, printed here by Mr. De Souza, under the direc- 
tion of the Rev. Frs. Jerome and Leon, perished in the conflagra- 
tion of the 19th October, 1861, when the Roman Catholic Oathe- 
dral was burnt, the whole of the printing materials and type 
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foundry having been also destroyed on the same occasion. A copy 
of this dictionary cannot now be obtained.

The clipper Thermopyle reached Foochow on the 19th April, 
having sant the ee from Melbourne in thirty-eight days. 
Her outward voyage from London to Melbourne was done in the 
remarkably short time of sixty-eight days— the quickest everper- 
formed by a sailing vessel between the two ports. 

An old familar name reappears in our advertising columns— 
that of the Agra Bank, which resumes operations in Sica Kong. 
The local branch is in charge of Mr. H. Hughes, formerly man- 

er of the Melbourne branch. The branch at Shanghai is in 
charge of Mr. E. Maccall, formerly manager there of the Char- 
tered Bank. 

The sugar refining establishment at East Point has been con- 
verted into a limited company. The Overland Trade Report 
Bays :— 

The rospectus has not yet been published, but the following 
particulars can be relied upon. The company starts with a capi- 
tal of $1,500,000, to be increased to $2,500,000, with an arrange- 
ment to purchase a crushing manufactory near Saigon, in order 
to proceed at once to the working of the crop of 1870-71. The 
manufactory is capable of producing 5,400 tons from this crop. 
For this they are to pay $125,000, and there is an arrangement 
for three additional mills, with their appliances, to be paid for at 
25 per cent. over the cost laid down, if they arrive in time for 
the same crop ; but if not, only 10 per cent. commission will be 
paid for them, The company is, however, bound by stipulations 
of the sellers of this property, which provide, first, for the sale 
to the latter of all the raw sugar produced for eight years, to a 
maximum of 400,000 piculs per annum, at curzent rates, to be de- 
duced from those ruling at home (a proviso being added to en- 
sure a profit to the company of at least 50 per cent.) ; second, 
that the company shall do no refining work during the eight years. 

The Returns of Trade which have been issued by the Imperial 
Maritime Customs for the year 1869 are not on the whole very 
satisfactory. The total import and export trade is slightly in ex- 
cess of the preceding year, namely, after deducting re-exports, in 
round numbers, about Tis. 142,000,000, against Tls. 140,000,000 in 
1868 ; but, when this is compared with the increase that took 
place between 1867 and 1868, namely, to the extent of 13,000,000 
of Taels, it will be seen that the progress of foreign trade has been 
comparatively slow during the year 1869. In the imports of 
foreign goods there is an increase of Tls. 4,000,000 at Shanghai, 
and of Tis, 1,500,000 at Chinkiang ; while at Canton there is a 
falling off of Tis. 1,200,000, or about twenty per cent. At the 
other ports the differences between 1869 and 1868 are not great. 
The amount of the duties collected by the Foreign Inspectorate of 
Customs was Tls. 9,840,573 for 1869, against Ts, 9,425,656, in 1868,

From various Residencies of Java news has been received of 
inj to dams and the washing away of bridges by floods. In 
the Japara district and the Residency of that name epidemic 
fevers and an epidemic small-pox continue to prevail. A Go. 
vernment telegram from Banjirmassin, dated April 3, states that 
the state of health in that district was satisfactory. After a long 
and painful illness, the wife of the Governor-General of Nether- 
lands India died at Buitenzorg on the morning of the 8th April. 
On the 6th April the head agency of the Netherlands India 
Trading Bank here sold on account of the Billiton Company, 5,051 
piculs tin at an average rate of .72.354 per picul. 

The railway communication with Solo continues faulty, and the 
opinion gains ground that the side branch to the Fort (William I.) 
will never be completed. The traffic during the month of Febru- 
ary yielded f.28,082.31, amongst which £.6,586.78 were from 
sundries (diversen). The railroad from Batavia to Buitenzorg is 
steadily advancing, and a small portion of the embankment near 
the city is already ready. 

A volcanic eruption is reported at Probolingo. On the evening 
of the 2nd March, about six o’clock, the Mountain Lamongan 
began to work heavily. The outburst continued three days with 
more or less violence, and was accompanied b: underground 
sounds. The pence column of flame, which, on the 4th 
attained a considerable height, proceeded from the old crater, as 
shown by observations made during the eruption. People have 
not, however, to lament loss of life or damage to property on the 
present occasion. 
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Much comment has been caused by the conduct of an officer’s 
widow, who, in order to be revenged on a boy of about twelve years 
of age who had ill-treated her little boy, enticed him into her 
house, and caused him to be beaten so severely by the servant that 
he died six days afterwards. A post mortem examination was 
held by two medical men, who ascertained that the child had most 
probably died from the violence committed. 

At Batavia, on the 18th April, the announced Exhibition of 

aintings and works of art was duly opened at the Botanical and 
Beals ical Garden. So far as we are aware, an exhibition of paint- 


ings, é&c., was never before held in Java. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have advices to May 6. The English mail of 
March 25 arrived out April 28; the latest London telegrams were 
to April 18. From the Overland Straits Times we take the fol- 
lowing summary of news :— 


On the day of the departure of the last mail a meeting of the 
seat-holders, communicants, and congregation of St. Andrew’s 
Church was held, at which a Church Council was elected to “repre- 
sent the views of the congregation in matters spiritual, and assist 
the bishop and chaplain in the promotion of the true interests of 
the Church here and in the diocese generally.” A meeting of the 
trustees had been held just previously, and the resolutions passed 
by the trustees were put before the meeting for approval. The 
most important of these was the one converting St. Andrew’s 
Church into St. Andrew’s Cathedral. The proposition struck 
some of the members as novel, and inquiry was made what 
changes, if any, would result from the change of name ; the 
Bishop replied that in a cathedral it was usual for the officiatin, 
minister to wear a white surplice instead of a black gown, an 
also for the choir to wear surplices. He could not say these 
changes would be made here, but as such was the custom, the 
might be. The resolution was carried, and St. Andrew's Churc 
will soon be St. Andrew’s Church no longer. 

On the 2nd inst.,' by order of his Excellency the Governor, a 
special criminal session was held for the trial of Captain Warnkis, 
master of the North German barque Marie Helene, charged with 
having caused the death of a Chinese boy on board his vessel. 
The boy had been struck with a hammer thrown by the captain at 
the second officer; the skull was fractured, and death ensued 
several days after. Though the magistrate had committed the 

risoner for trial on the capital charge, murder, the Grand Jury 

rought a bill for manslaughter, and the petty jury found him 
guilty, but strongly recommended him to mercy, owing to the great 
Spear he had received from the second officer, for whom the 

low was intended—it having been proved that the two had been 

uarelling for some time, and that a number of missiles had been 
thrown by both parties before the one that had so fatal a result. 
The Chief Justice, in passing sentence, said that he was very will- 
ing tojconsider the recommendation to mercy, and therefore im- 
posed merely a nominal punishment, viz., three months’ imprison- 
ment in Her Majesty’s Jail. Singularly enough, the Chief Justice 
had forgotton the law passed at the last session of the Legislative 
Council, prohibiting the naming of any place of imprisonment in 
@ sentence, and next morning he had the prisoner brought back to 
ipa and changedthe sentence to three months’ simple imprison- 
ment. 

At the meeting of the trustees of the Raffles Institution, on the 
8th ult., the report of the sub-committee appointed by the trustees 
was read. The sub-committee advocate some very important 
changes in the educational system—neither more nor less than 
the carrying out of the original scheme of Sir Stamford Raffles, 
in the establishment of a college. We are not so sanguine of the 
success of the scheme as the committee appear to be, and would 
rather see, for the present, some indication of improvement in the 
lower schools, and a more thorough inculcation of the rudimen- 
rary studies than any extension of the list. 

The Acting Lieut. Governor of Malacca, and also H. E. the 
Governor, owing to representations made by certain native rulers 
on the Malay Peninsula, have been to Kallang to endeavour to 
settle the differences between some of the contending rajahs there. 
The overtures of the Acting Lieut. Governor of Malacca were not 
very graciously received by one of the parties, who declined to 
have anything whatever to say to him. His Excellency the 
Governor has since been there in the Veiho, with quite as unsatis- 
factory a result,—as the rajah who was giving the trouble had 
gone into the interior when the Governor arrived. The real truth 
of the matter appears to be that the Sultan encourages these 
occasional quarrels among his rajahs, in order that he may rea 
the benefit in the payment of the tenths levied on the produce. 





With reference to the Kullang affair alluded to in the above 
peragraph from ‘the Straits Times, a correspondent writes as 
ollows :— 

“Io 1867 the Kullang river was under the government of a certain 
Rajah Doolah. Rajah Muhdie, secretely backed by the Sultan of Salenjore, 
created a disturbance ia the territory, and finally drove Rajah Doolah 
ont of his possessions, The Rajah has since died, and his sons have of 
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late commenced active operations, with the view of regaining what they- 
consider their hereditary rights, For this parpose they.have raised a 
considerable force, and among other allies have secured Rajah Oodin, a 
near relation of the Rajah of Quedah, who has joined with some six hun- 
dred followers. At the Sultan’s request, Rajah Oodin took command of 
the attacking forces, and called on Rajah Muhdie to surrender. The latter, 
having defied hia assailants, was gradually hemmed in by a series of stock- 
ades, something like seventy or eighty in number, which were erected 
around his stronghold. He was, however, assisted in holding out by the 
Chinese from Malacca, who brought arms, ammanition, and provi- 
sions, and smuggled {them into the fort. To stop this, Rajah Oodin 
wrote to the English authorities at Malacca, complaining of the breach of 
neutrality, and the Governor, having called his Executive Council to- 
gether, issued a proclamation forbidding the exportation of munitions of 
war to Kullang. So farso good. But now the Governor seems to have con. 
ceived the idea of settling the matter in dispute by a grand stroke of po. 
licy, and the Acting Lieutenant-Governor of Malacca was despatched to 
Kullang in the Rainbow, and opened negotiations not with Rajah Oodin, 
but with Muhdie, who was invited to meet the Lieutenant-Governor on 
board his steamer. To do this, the Rajah would have had to pass through 
bis enemy’s forces, so very naturally preferred staying safely in his fortress 
to making an excursion which might have cost him his life; so he politely 
declined, and the Lieutenant-Governor returned to Malacca. Hereupon, 
the Governor decided that he would go in propria personw—surely no na- 
tive chief would act so disrespectfully to him/—and accordingly the Rain- 
bow and H.M.S. Icarus were ordered to meet the Peiho, with H.E. on 
board, at the Kullang River, and another letter was sent to Muhdie, who 
this time refused to receive it; he distrusted the intentions of his new friends, 
andsent word that he was away from the country, a palpable falsehood, by the 
way, as hecouldn’t get out of hisfort. This unexpected rebuff made the expe- 
dition look rather foolish, so, hearing that the Sultan of Salenjore was at 
Langat, a place only a few miles off, it was resolved to pay him a visit. 
This was done next day, but without any result except a fatiguing march 
on a hot day, and a short and most unsatisfactory interview with the 
Sultan, who is described as an opium-smoking, ‘‘ used-up” old gentle- 
man. The expedition then returned to Singapore, having proved as 
abortive as it was foolish, but having cost the colony a pretty penny. So 
much for Governor Ord’s last freak.”

STRAITS, JAVA, CHINA, AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Suanonat.—There had been little or nothing done in any description of 
cotton manufactures between importers and dealers, the few transactions 
reported having been by native speculators, and taken for local wants 
only. With the exception of Chintzes, Fancy Cotton Goods had received 
no attention; they, in common with other cottons, had shared in the 
general depression. Woollens: The silkmen had almost exclusively mono- 
polised the trade, and their forced sales of Spanish Stripes, Camlets, 
Figured Orleans, &c., had utterly disorganised the market. Metala— 
Lead: Several sales of L. B. at 4.90 for common chops, 4.75 offered. 
Market dull, a downward tendency. Iron: A fair business had been 
transacted. Sales 11,000 bundles at Tls. 2.10 to 2.40 per picul, the 
latter price being paid for good assortments. Coals: Sales of Anthracite at 
Tls. 8.80 from ship.

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SIR R. ALCOCK ON THE CHINA CONVENTION. 

A PARLIAMENTARY paper issued this day (China, No. 10, 
1870) contains s-lengthy “ Memorandum ” by Sir R. ALcock 
on the various memorials presented to Lord CLaRENDoN 
against the ratification of the new Convention with 
China. A detailed notice of this document must be 
reserved for our next issue; for the present we must 
be content to note that the writer classifies all the ar- 
guments of the merchants, and combats them more or less 
vigorously ; and that he concludes by. stating that the Con- 
vention, as it stands, is very disappointing to the Chinese, 
but that it has proved “easier to induce them to accept 
their disappointment, and to move forward in the path 
of progress, than to persuade British merchants to rest 
satisfied with anything short of their demands. It 
is still a question for Her Maszgsty’s Government to 
decide (says Sir RurHeRrForD) whether, in the presence of 
such an irreconcilable difference of opinion, they will force 
the proposed Convention on the merchants, even though it 
has been entered into solely for their benefit. Lord Cuaren- 
DON, in sending a copy of this memorandum to the Committee 
of London Merchants and the various Ohambers of Com- 
merce that have memorialised, says his object is not to invite 
further controversy, but simply to ascertain whether it alters 
the views they have already expressed. 


THE JAPANESE MINT. 

A PARAGRAPH in the City Article of The Times announces, 
as something new, that the Japanese have purchased the 
Hong Kong Mint, that they have set it up at Osaka, and 
that they are about to iesue a Japanese dollar to replace their 
old coinage ; all which intelligence appeared months ago in 
our paper. The Times, however, adds another piece of infor- 
mation which was not likely to appear in these columns, in- 
aemuch as it is ludicrously incorrect. The Hong Kong Mint, 
it says, “ was established five or six years ago at great ex- 
“ pense by the British Government, but sold to the Japanese in 
“ consequence of the want of success attending the coinage of 
“ British dollars in China.” Unfortunately for the colonists, 
the undeniably heavy loss entailed by the establishment and 
subsequent abandonment of the Mint fell, not on the British 
Government, but on the unlucky tax-payers of Hong Kong. 
The Mint is likely to be econ in a state of activity; by next 
mail bar silver to the value of £223,700 is being sent out for 


coinage. : 


BANKRUPTOY COURT. 
RE GEORGH MELBOURN. 


This was a sitting for examination and disc in the case of 
George Melbourn, merchant, late of Leadenhall-street and of Batavia, 
Java, trading in partnership with W. Lichtenberg and R. P. Tolson. 
The case has been before the Court since March, 1869. 

The liabilities are stated at £116,255; assets, £10,882; bad and 
doubtfal debts, £12,831 ; liabilities not expected to rank against the 
estate, £5,8702. A proof tendered on behalf of the bankrupt’s wi.e 
for a large amount under a settlement gave rise to a Jong discuasion. 
Eventually it was rejected ; and Mr. Bagley, on behalf of the assignees, 
called attention to the voluminous accounts filed by the bankrupt, and 
which had been prepared with the assistance of accountauts specially 
appointed for the purpose. The bankrupt had engaged in transac- 
tions in cotton, sugar, and almost every kind of produce, and although 
his indebtedness was so large, the only asset actually available was a 
sum of £4,000 realised by sale of the bankrupt’s furniture, which wrs 
of the most costly description. He also appeared to have had large 
traneactions in stocks and shares, and it would be necessary to have 
a lengthened examination of the bankrupt, in order that all the facts 
of the case might be brought before the Court. Under these circum- 
stances, it was suggested that the more convenient course would be to 
examine the bankrupt at a private sitting, as the examination would 
occupy at least a whole day. Mr. Brough, for the bankrupt, said that 
he had always been, and still was, ready to afford all poesible informa- 
tion. He hoped the Court would not sanction needless delay, and 
asked that the case might proceed. 


The Registrar said it was a case in which the assignees were enti- 
tled to farther time to investigate the accounts, as transactions of 
very considerable magnitude were involved. He thought it would be 
more convenient to have a a estoy meeting for the examination of 
the bankrupt, and he appointed the 30th instant for that purpose, the 
present sitting being adjourned until the 11th July. ~

Few readers who possess the slightest acquaintance with 
the recent history of China felt any surprise at the news 
lately published in this country of a serious reverse to 
the Imperial arms. Rebellion however in China has s0 
long been chronic, and the paragraphs in our Eastern con- 
temporaries, purporting to describe the varying fortunes of 
the opposing parties, have so uniformly been found open to 
amendment or denial, that most home residents interested 
in Chinese matters have become indifferent to reports which 
seem rather to have emanated from the inner consciousness 
of the writers than from reliable information. “ Wolf” has 
been cried so long and so olten that the oft-deceived hearers 
refuse to credit the alarm when it is no longer a joke. Con- 
scious of the existence of this feeling, we can scarcely wonder 
that the remarkable successes of the Mahomedan rebels in 
Shense, chronicled in recent issues of the China journals, 
have attracted but little attention in this country. The de- 
tails just received, however, leave but little doubt that a 
serious danger is menacing the Dragon Throne. The news 
which has been already published in the London and 
China Telegraph of the total defeat of the Imperialist army, 
organised by the Governor-General Tsou-rsunc-rTana, but 
under the immediate command of General Lew-suNnG-sHAN, 
has been confirmed, and some curious details are given of 
the means whereby this was brought about. It would appear 
that the Mabomedan leaders, impressed with a sense of the 
heavy odds in favour of General Lew, had entered into ne- 
gotiations with his superior, Tsou, wherein they offered to 
capitulate upon condition of themselves and their followers 
being allowed to retire unharmed to their native districts. 
General Lew however seems to have been animated by a 
treacherous determination very similar to that which pre- 
vailed with the Greek Colonel when he attacked the brigands, 
and go led to the sad tragedy which but the other day excited 
the indignation of civilised Europe. He concluded that the 
rebels would, while negotiations were in progress, be off their 
guard, and accordingly attempted a surprise. The rebels, 
warned by friends in the Imperialist ranks, {were however 
fully prepared, and Lew earned the reward of his intended 
bad faith in his own death and the total defeat and destruc- 
tion of his army. 
_ Nor is this all. We learn from authority which we believe 
is reliable that the Mahomedans, exulting in their success, 
have refused to reopen negotiations except upon terms which 
would involve the acknowledged dismemberment of the 
Empire, whose proudest boast is its long-preserved unity, 
which rebellions from within and troubles from without 
have hitherto failed to destroy. It is stated that a proposi- 
tion has actually been addressed to the Imperial Govern- 
ment, urging it to acknowledge the independence of Honan, 
Kansuh, and Shanse, with a threat that in case of refusal 
war will be made upon the neighbouring and yet loyal pro- 
vinces. The success which could embolden any rebel leader 
to make such a proposal must have been somewhat remark- 
able, and says much for the importance of the movement, 
We do not for a moment suppose that the Government will 
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listen to any such demands, but the danger which threatens 
it is none the less imminent. Scattered throughout the 
length and breadth of the unwieldy Empire which owns the 
nominal sway of the Chinese Emperor are hundreds of thou- 
sands of vagabonds, remnants of the various bands of Tai- 
pings, Nienfei, and other insurrectionary bodies, who would 
rally round the standard of any leader who promised them 
plunder and free living. But even assuming that the rebels 
were prevented from spreading beyond the now disaffected 
provinces, their pacification will be a work of no ordinary 
difficulty. It is not merely to match Imperialists against 
Mahomedan troops; a hostile country has to be penetrated, 
of which every inhabitant will fight against the detested 
Manchoo with a zeal such as the fanatical creed of the Koran 
can alone inspire. 

The early history of the Mahomedan settlements in the 
Western Provinces presents an instance of the curious re- 
versal of ordinary conditions which seems to meet us at every 
turn in the Middle Kingdom. In other countries the Maho- 
medan won his entrance by the sword; in China he settled 
(about a.p. 755) at the free invitation of its then roler, 
While the tendency in other countries inhabited by the fol- 
lowers of the Prophet has been to degenerate from the ancient 
warlike standard, the reverse has been the case in the Celes- 
tial Empire—the quiet settler became the troublesome sub- 
ject, and at length the open rebel. And now, when the cres- 
cent is no longer formidable in the West, it is actually me- 
nacing the integrity of the most ancient and extensive empire 
of the Far East. Yet more singular even than this is the 
strange fact that, while in the West Jews and Christians alike 
have stood aloof from the Mahomedan, who regarded them 
with a hatred too deep to admit of bare association with the 
“ Infidel,” the descendants of the Jewish sect which flourished 
in China at the time of Marco Poto’s travels thither have 
actually been absorbed into the Mabomedan population—so, 
at least, say many who are deemed authorities on the subject 
—until a Jewish physiognomy has become a distinguishing 
characteristic of the tribe. And with all this, the feud be- 
tween the Mahomedan and the Chinaman proper has deepened 
from generation to generation until we find that a popular 
Chinese author lays down the following as the course which 
should be adopted towards the hated Mussulman :—* If you 
“treat him with kindness and courtesy he believes that he is 
“feared, and becomes arrogant ; if you treat him with 
“hauteur and severity he becomes respectful through fear 
“and is easily managed.” The recent Mahomedan in- 
surrections have been suppressed with ruthless severity, 
and this may in part account for the deep-seated feel- 
ing of hatred with which the Moslem regards the Chi- 
nese Government. Still, there is a fanatical feeling at 
the bottom of the rebellion which owes its origin to reli- 
gious bigotry, and the Chinese, if they be wise, will not un- 
dervalue the magnitude of the occasion. Should the Maho- 
medan arms be successful, a vast change will necessarily 
ensue in the status of the Empire, which must eventually 
affect all foreign relations with the people of China. When 
the inland trade is affected injuriously—when it is found that 
opium and grey shirtings, silk and tea, suffer in their import 
or export, foreign readers of the China papers will perhaps 
find their political news interesting. As it is, we have no 
hesitation in saying that there is much in the movement to 
attract the attention of thoughtful men, be they missionaries 
or merchants, officials or visitors. 


Our readers will be aware of the expedition of Major 
SLADEN to explore the Bhamo route from Burmah to Tali- 
foo, China, and of his late return. During an absence of 
seven months the party could not advance more than 120 
miles, t.e.. to Momien, which is 7,000 feet above the sea 
level. The report of his survey was promised by the India- 
office to be presented to the House of Commons, and al- 
though it reached that department (in print) nine months 
since it has not only not been presented to the House, 
but we understand that the whole of the copies have been 
suppressed. 


Recent news from Spain contains an item of consi- 
derable interest to our readers; it is no less than that 
the Spanish Government have decided to grant a subsidy 
to a line of steamers from Barcelona to Manila. From 
Portugal we hear that reinforcements or relief troops are to 
be despatched shortly by a transport, via the Suez Canal. 
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THE OPIUM TRADE. 

Tae Calcutta correspondent of The Times writes as fol- 
lows :—* Sir R. Atcock’s Convention has sacrificed half a 
“million of the Indian revenue without India being even 
“ consulted.” This is a grave obarge. It imputes to the 
British Minister a violation not ouly of the rules of official 
courtesy, but of the requirements of public policy. Can the 
same be said as to the clauses in the Convention which, by 
shutting the southern port, injured the trade of Hong Kong ? 
Will some independent member rise in Parliament and ask 
for the correspondence (if any) between the Minister and the 
Foreign-office and the representatives of the Indian and Co- 
lonial interests? Or will Sir R. ALcock come forward and 
contradict the assertion ? 


Mr. Rywanps, the infatuated economist who has persuaded 
himself that the saving of the country depends on a whole- 
sale cutting down of naval, diplomatic, and consular expen- 
diture, especially in China, has been distinguishing himself 
again. Having sufficiently badgered Lord CLarenpon during 
the noble lord's examination before the committee of which 
he is unhappily a member, Mr. RyLanps has returned to the 
charge in the House of Commons. Mr. Orway, the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, instead of administering a well- 
deserved snubbing, seemed inclined to humour our rabid 
reformer, and graciously intimated the intention of Her Ma- 
JESTY'S Government to make a reduction of nearly £10,000 
per annum in the China consular establishments. Nothing 
is said of reductions elsewhere, so it seems that the China 
establishments, being conveniently remote, are to bear the 
brunt of this sudden mania for retrenchment. But how is 
this to be reconciled with the fact that student interpreters 
are being engaged and sent out in larger numbers than ever ? 
We are given to understand that part of the reduction is to 
be effected by a clean sweep of all the Formosa establishments 
—contingent, of course, on the Chinese giving some equivalent 
for them elsewhere. A further portion is to be saved by 
reducing the expenditure on Consular buildings, and there is 
8 possibility of some of the Consular allowances being attacked, 
but we trust this will not be done, for if so the value of the 
service in China will be seriously impaired, at a time when 
its efficiency islikely to be of greater importance than ever. 


WE are not surprised to hear that the registration nuisance 
has once more raised a strong opposition among the residents 
at Shanghai, and we heartily commend the spirit of those 
gentlemen who, by way of a practical protest against the 
iniquitous tax, have carried their resistance to the very 
threshold of the Consular gaol. It is monstrous that 80 
vexatious an exaction should continue to be levied, and the 
best way to convince the Home Government of this would 
be to send a memorial, numerously signed, to the House of 
Commons, seeing that the Executive Government continues 
wilfully blind to the injustice of the regulation thus strictly 
enforced. How can we consistently look a Mandarin in the 
face and reproach him with the “squeezing ” system univer- 
sally practised by his class, when our own Consuls are an- 
nually inflicting a palpable squeeze of five dollars a head on 
British subjects in China? That it is convenient and desira- 
ble to keep a register of the British subjects residing at each 
port cannot be denied ; but, once registered, an annual visit 
to the Consulate, or the presentation of a printed form with- 
out any fee or expense, ought to be sufficient. Just at pre- 
sent, when the only result of being enrolled as a British sub- 
ject would appear to be the certainty of a less amount of 
protection than is enjoyed by almost any other nationality, 
the case seems doubly hard. The opposition, however, must 
be better organised, or it will dono good. 


Wr observe that the local papers in China are still restless 
on the question of the successor to Sir R. ALcock, and now 
take a wider range of surmise, including our present repre- 
sentative at Washington and Athens. We have already 
stated that it is customary for the retiring Minister to have a 
year’s leave, and his successor is not named for some time 
after his return. We do not expect any decision to be arrived 
at for several months. 


Norices appear in the Gazette that the QuEEN has approved 
of the appointment of Mr. Lupwia Bzyer as Consul for 
Holland at Hong Kong, and that Mr. W. H. Youna has been 
appointed a student interpreter in China, 
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Tus North German Correspondent states that the Govern- 
ment of the United States and that of Great Britain have ac- 
cepted the proposal of the North German Confederation to 
engage in a common action against the Chinese pirates. “ The 
fleets of the three nations,” it adds, “ will consequently take 
“ part in a general plan of operations, which will doubtless 
“be more effective than their separate action has been. As 
“ the Chinese Government is chiefly interested in the matter, 
“it will be permitted if it pleases to join in these endeavours 
“ to extirpate the pirates.” 


Mr. C. A. WINncHESTER has resigned his appointment as Her 
Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai, the reason being. we regret to 
say, the impaired state of his health, which would render a 
return to such a climate dangerous. Lord CLarENDoN, in 
accepting Mr. WINCHESTER’s resignation, has acknowledged in 
handsome terms his long and efficient services, and has pro- 
mised that he shall be placed on the most favourable footing 


as regards a retiring pension. 

WE believe that the intention of raising a subscription in 
this country, in aid of the relatives of the unfortunate sufferers 
by the loss of the American corvette Oneida off Japan, has 
been abandoned. 


SILK AND SILKWORM EGGS. 

The silk breeders in France are now fully employed, and the re- 
ports are encouraging although not uniform. The great heats 
which we have had have brought out the great mass of worms 
which were behindhand. In most cases the worms have accom- 
plished their third change. Generally, the breeders say that if the 
season should only finish ag well as it has commenced they will be 
well pleased, t 

Great indignation is expressed against the dealers in what they 
themselves have the cool impudence to call “cards”’ or “ seed of 
commerce eggs,” which were sold at very low prices, and turned out 
utterly worthless, most of them not hatching at all, or producing 
miserable little worms, which died almost immediately. On the 
other hand, the cards supplied by a few respectable firms have suc- 
ceeded admirably, and the worms from them are now in excellent 
condition. Tho drawback is that such eggs form but a small part 
of the whole; and many of these are of the trivoltin variety, which 
yield miserable cocoons. 

The accounts from Italy are much the same as those of France, 
and tho season is more advanced. More than a ton of bivolting 
cocoons were brought to the Naples market in the second week of 
May, and fetched f.4 to f.4.80 the kilogramme, double and stained 
cocoons included. Most of the purchases were for seed. The 
grand point is that mulberry leaves are abundant, and fetch from 
f.3 to f.5 the 2 cwt. In the provinces of Terre-de-labour and the 
Abruzzi, where the hatching is late, the leaves are to be had at 
5d. to 6d. the cwt. These low prices have induced a greater num- 
ber of persons than usual to try breeding upon a small scale, which 
generally succeeds best ; but as they mostly depend on eggs of 
home or reproduced seed, the results are problematical. As regards 
the market, it is specially noted that the great mass of silk will 
not arrive at a this year till June and July, whereas last 
year it was a month earlier; consequently there will be less 
presune in these markets, and probably higher prices will be ob- 
taine ; 


TEA WEIGHTS. 

We noticed in our last a meeting, held at the offices of 
Mesers. Ashton and Co., to abolish the allowance now made b 
tea importers. The following isa list of the resolutions passed, 
and the various firms who have agreed to the same, which it will 
be seen includes nearly all the importers. We doubt if any 
alteration in trade customs has ever been so universally 
approved. A meeting of the brokers will be held shortly to 
arrange for the new regulations to be introduced into condi- 
tions of sale after lst July. The opposition of the trade by 
way of associations and meetings continues, A meeting was 
held on the 10th (the resolutions will be found below), and a 
meeting of the retail trade is to be held this day. Itisto be 
regretted that the prompt or time for clearance was not also 
abolished or reduced to fourteen days. We do not see why 
the importer should be three months out of his money and 
at the expense of warehousing :—

Owing to the fracture of one of her cylinders, while on a voyage be- 
tween Suez and Bombay, the Nubia became temporarily unfitted for 
the mail service, and as this vessel is in some respects more suited for 
the Mediterranean than the Eastern stations, it was decided to bring 
her to England for the necessary repairs, by way of the Suez Canal, 
the expense of this operation being met by the freight on a cargo of 
cotton, and by the conveyance of some passengers. 

The Delhi is being fitted with new boilers at Southampton, and s 
poop, which is being added to this ship, will, by altering the disposi- 
tion of her paseenger accommodation, materially increase her capacity 
for cargo. The Delhi is intended for the Bombay station, and will be 
despatched via the Suez Canal as soon as practicable, relieving the 
Salsette, which will come to England by the same route, for service in 
the Mediterranean. The Madras is also being fitted with a poop, and 
is receiving new boilers and a general overhaul at Bombay. The 
Bengal having, by reason of age, become no longer adapted for the 
present requirements of the mail service, has been ordered home. She 
left Bombay on 23rd ultimo, with a cargy of cotton for Liverpool, via 
the Suez Canal. The Percursor, used of late years as a store-ship at 
Suez, has been sold for breaking up. 

In reference to the collision between the Bombay and the United 
States corvette Oneida, the directors are well assured that the whole 
body of the proprietors will share the profound regret they feel in 
adverting to a calamity in which one of the company’s ships acci- 
dentaliy bore a part. They would wish to give to these words of their 
report the power to bring home to the mind of every American 
citizen, and especially to every household now mourning the loss of 
relatives or friends in consequence of the foundering of the Oneida, 
the conviction that the members of this corporation are imbued with 
feelings of the deepest sympathy towards them, and that the mis- 
fortune is deplored with the most heartfelt sorrow. The sincerity of 
this expression of condolence cau be in no degree diminished by the 
fact that the circumstances which led to and attended the collision are 
at present regarded from a somewhat different point of view by those 
most interested ; but while the directors refrain from entering upon 
details on this occasion, they venture to express a belief that closer 
investigation can only result in greater unanimity of opinion, and the 
establishtaent of undoubted truth as regards the history of this sad 
event, 

The foregoing particulars of the movements of the fleet record the 
use of the Suez Canal by some of the steamers, under circumstances 
much to the company’s advantage. The process of placing new ships 
on the Indian stations by way of the Cape of Good Hope, or of bring- 
ing a vessel home from those stations, was not only a tedious, but a 
costly operation, as the accounts of past years would testify. The 
Australia will in all probability be despatched to the East era the 
canal, and will thus be brought into active service in leas than a month 
after leaving England. On the more important question of the time 
when it may be for the advantage of the company to adopt the canal 
ag the route for the company’s weekly steamers, the directors can only 
say that they continue to watch its navigation with the utmost care, 
but that as contractors for the mail service they have to bear in miad 
that at present the canal could only be substituted for the Egyptian 
railway at a eacrifice of time. This part of the question has recently 
been made the subject of an interesting report from the surveyor of 
the post-offices in the Mediterranean te the Postmaster-General, and 
Lord Hartington has very courteonsly furnished the directors with & 
copy of the document. ; 

he directors would take this opportunity of saying a few words on 
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the Brindisi route, in favour of which a memorial has recently been in 
circulation, Under the provisions of the mail contract Brindisi may 
be substituted for Marseilles on proper notice, and on such terms of 
payment as may be mutually agreed upon between the Postmaster- 
General and the company; but the Marquis of Hartington is reported 
to have stated, in reply to a question in the House of Commons, on 
the 20th ult., that “‘since last October mails had been despatched 
weekly to India, China, and other countries, via Brindisi, and had also 
been received weekly by the same route.” It would therefore appear 
that Her Majesty's Government do not contemplate the immediate 
adoption of further measures in regard to this line. 

It is gratifying to the directors to report that, notwithstanding the 
competition to which the company is now subjected in many quarters, 
the financial regult of its business for the six months ending March 
31 last bas been sufficiently favourable to justify them in recommend- 
ing the declaration of a dividend of 8 per cent., free of income-tax, 
for the half-year. 

* The CHarRMan in Proposing the adoption of the report, said that 
following the order of subjects laid down in the report, he would first 
congratulate the meeting upon the fact that the company’s fleet had 
been well maintained, and was in a state of great efficiency. The half 
year under consideration, although it had been a laborious one for the 
directors and the whole staff of the company, left very little for com- 
ment now that the struggle was over. The Australia, which had just 
been launched, would be a welcome addition, They hoped she would be 
at Southampton in a month. She would be the best ship in the fleet, 
and, whilst carrying a larger tonnage and a greater amount of passengers, 
had been built with all modern improvements and economies, would 
draw no more water, and consume no more coal—but rather less—than 
the ships comprising the present fleet. The two other ships building 
were being constructed much upon the same plan, and there was no 
doubt that with these additions to its fleet the company would be able 
to contend successfully against all the competition which was springing 
up in various quarters, He desired to imitate the report, and be as 
reticent as consistent with the gravity of the facts in connection with 
the collision between the company’s s‘eamer Bombay and the United 
States ship of war the Oneida, and he would simply say that the 
directors only asked for calm and dispassionate inquiry, which they 
believed would show that the company was not in fault, and must be 
held blameless in the matter. It was to be regretted that so much 
had been said and so much had been written upon the question, the 
more especially as what had been so said and written was of a character 
tending rather to inflame men’s minds than assist them in arriving 
at a just and fair conclusion. 

In reference to the Suez Canal, whilst desirous of paying all honour 
and giving all credit to the genius of the man who had constructed 
it in the face of difficulties, both financial and political, which would 
have deterred other men, yet it was proper to inform the shareholders 
that its management was not as yet of that perfect nature to be 
desired, nor waa the Canal itself so perfect as to admit of the large 
ships of this company passing through it without fear of impediment. 
The French company had used it, and the result was not what had 
been anticipated, and it would to all appearances be some little time 
before this company could avail itself of the Canal, as the advantages 
it offered were, to say the least, doubtful. One of the great difficulties 
this company had to contend against waa that it was not like an inde- 
pendent trader who could send his ships by any route he pleased 
as an experiment, and to whom a day more or less was not s0 
great an object. This company, having to carry the mails, did 
not calculate by day, but by hours, and often minutes, and had 
to time the arrival of the vessels at points where different routes 
or systems converged; and from the peculiarities of the Canal the 
could not calculate with certainty upon the passage of the vessels P| 
the time at which they would arrive at Suez. In reference to the 
matter the company had heen favoured with a copy of the report of 
Her Majesty’s inspector of the mails in the Mediterranean, the general 
result being that, on a comparison of the time occupied by one of the 
French mail packets which went through the Suez Canal and that taken 
by one of the packeta of the Peninsular and Oriental Company which 
went by the old route, both leaving at the same time, there was again 
in point of time of twenty hours in favour of the old Alexandria route. 
The only way to utilise the Canal at present would be to have special 
steamers stationed at each end, and that would involve a capital out- 
lay of at least £150,000. The board had a great deal of information 
in reference to the Canal from various sources, which the shareholders 
might rest assured would be turned to the best account in their inte- 
rest. (Loud cheers.) 

As to the Brindisi route, nothing definite had been settled. The 
Post-office sent out a small mail every week, and the only observation 
he need make in reference to it was that whenever the Postmaster- 
General called upon this company to carry the mails via Brindisi it 
would be quite prepared to doso. (Cheers.) Upon the whole, if the 
pomeects of the company were not brilliant, they were good. Whilst 

e wished to guard against taking a too sanguine view, on the one 
hand, he wighed it to be understood that it was far from his desire or 
purpose to say one word of a depreciatory character, or which would 
cause the shareholders to take a desponding view of the company’s 
affairs. The new vesselg would enable the company to stand against 
all opposition, and they would be built and equipped without making 
any call upon the shareholders. (Cheers.) Heconcladed by moving 
the adoption of the report. 

Mr. J. Harris seconded the motion. 

Dr. Beattie proceeded to offer some remarks in reference to the 
collision between the Bombay and the Oneida, during which he was 
frequently called to order ; and, from the disfavour with which his 
observations were received, he was constrained to drop the subject ; 
he thought the Board of Trade most unjust. 

Mr. Campbell (an American) thought the shareholders had every 
reason to be satisfied with the results of the half year’s working, and 
was pleased to hear that the company was in a position to combat anc- 


































































cessfully with all the the competition, which he knew to be very great, 
especially at the present juncture. In regard to the Oneida, he thought 
that as the United States representatives in Japan had submitted to 
the tribunal for investigating the case, the matter should drop, not- 
withstanding the feeling which existed in the United States; but he 
would like to know if the company intended any further action in the 
matter, to which the Chairman replied in the negative. Mr. Camp- 
bell would also suggest that Aden should be omitted in the paseage be- 
tween Suez and Bombay asa useless detention, to which the Chairman 
made no reply. 

Mr. Jones gave one of his usual lengthy addresses, in which he was 
very frequently interrapted, but he recommended that shareholders who 
had not half-an-hour to spare for their interests should go away. He 
defended Captain Eyre, and considered the decision of the Board of 
Trade a monstrous injustice to this company. He called attention to 
the fact that owing to the high rates charged by the railways the com- 
pany were actually paying freight from Liverpool to Alexandria, while 
their own ships went from Southampton half empty. This state of 
things was intolerable. He urged the directors to adopt Brindisi or 
any other suitable port which cut down time and opposition ; in fact, 
to move with the times, and not stop at Marseilles, to see the trade 
go to other hands. He also wished to know if it were true that actions 
had been instituted against the company by relatfves of those lost in 
the Carnatic, to which the chairman stated that an action was pend- 
ing on behalf of a second-class passenger. 

A Shareholder asked the chairman to explain how it was that, with 
an avowed desire to utilise the Suez Canal, this company was building 
larger ships, and with a greater tonnage. 

The Chairman said the new ships were larger, would carry more ton- 
nage or cargo, and more passengers ; but being built with all the im- 
provements of modern science they would consume no more coal—if as 
much—and certainly draw no more water than the ships composin; 
the fleet at present—namely, about nineteen or twenty feet. (Cheers. 

The report was adopted, the dividend declared, and a vote of thanks 
to the chairman concluded the business of the meeting. 

The directors at present comprise :—Patrick Douglas Hadow, Esq., 
chairman; James Allan, Esq., Henry Bayley, Esq., Thomas Stock 
Cowie, Haq., William Fane de Salis, Esq., John Ralph Engledue, Esq., 
Vice-Admiral Sir W. H. Hall, K.C.B., George Carleton L’Estrange, 
Esq., Hon. R. Leslie Melville, and Edward Thornton, Esq.,C.B. The 
fleet consists of forty-nine steam ships of 93,305 tons, and steam 
tugs, besides coal and store hulks. 


THE MESSAGERIES IMPERIALES. 

THE ANNUAL MEETING of the shareholders of the Messageries Im- 
periales has been held, under the presidency of M. Behic, chairman 
of the company. The report stated that the receipts of 1869 were 
45,376,822f., and the expenses of working, of management, and the 
charges for assurances, interest of loans, &c., 40,092,048f., leaving a 
clear profit of 5,284,774f. This sum, after deduction for the reserve, 
enabled 45f. to be given per share, an'l left 70,535f. to be carried for- 
ward. The report stated that the value of the steamships (material 
naval) possessed by the company on 31st December last was 
100,755,597f. ; of stores, 12,991,154f.; of buildings, machinery, &c., 
14,550,867f. Although the dividend declared was rather less than in 
1868, the meeting expressed perfect satisfaction with the report. A 
shareholder inquired if it would not be easy to publish every month 
or every three months an account of the situation of the company, 80 
as to enable interested partics to watch its operations; but M. Behic 
explained that it was not possible to present such an exposé at short 
intervals, owing to months being required to get precise information 
about the transactions and stores at a vast distance. The explanation 
of the chairman was considered perfectly satisfactory. 

The directors have made a call of the 250f. due on the shares of 
the issue of August, 1868, and requires it to be paid from lst-to 
10th July. 


THE BRITISH-INDIAN COMPANY. 


The report of this company states :-— 

The directors have the pleasure to report that the general business 
of thecompany has been conducted satisfactorily, and the mail ser- 
vices with efficiency and regularity, except in the case of the loss of 
the Cheduba, in May last. The year has been one of dulness in trade 
everywhere. This company, in common with other similar under- 
takings, hag suffered from that cause, and the earnings from general 
traffic have not equalled those of some previous years. The result (as 
will be seen from the accompanying accounts) is that, although the 
directors recommend the customary dividend of 8 per cent. per annum, 
with a rateable bonus of £2 per share, a moiety of the bonus haa been 
taken from the profit on the “‘ insurance fund,” but without redacing 
the amount at credit of that account at last balance. 

The new arrangement with the managing agents came into opera- 
tion on the Ist of January, 1869, and has been found to work favour- 
ably. The lose of the Cheduba is a casualty the directors deeply de- 
plore; and they deemed it right to appropriate a moderate sum from 
revenue for the relief of the relatives of the company’s servants lost 
in the vessel. The opening of the Suez Canal, by which a new and 
expeditious route is to be provided for general traffic between Europe 
and India, is likely to have an important bearing on the company’s 
interests ; but the interval is yet too short to permit of any decided 
opinion as to the effect it may have on the coasting trade of India. 
The subject is meantime receiving careful consideration, with a view 
to such arrapgements as may appear best fitted to promote the inter- 
ests of the company. Sir Frederick Arthur retires from the board 
at this time, and offers himself for re-election.

We understand that a second one is now 
building, aleo that the lights for ten lighthouses have been ordered, 
and will shortly be shipped out for lighting the ports on the coast of 
China, including Chapel Island, Turnabout White Dogs, Lammocks, 
Shan-wei-shan, Woosung, Shantung,and Newchwang. The lights are 
to be of the best construction, and to be approved by the Trinity-house 
Inspector, Mr. James Douglas. 


Vonetary and Commercial. 


Rumour; are current of the intention of the Chinese to follow 
the example of the Japanese, and borrow a million from this mar- 
xet on the security of the Customs. 

The Danish frigate Tordenskjold will sail to-day with the first 
portion of the Hang Kong and Shanghai submarine cable, on be- 
half of the “Great Northern Company.” The Great Northern 
and Cella will sail in about a fortnight after. The company’s 
chief agent in China, Lieutenant Suenson, is already at Hong 
Kong. 

The vessels engaged in laying the Gibraltar, Lisbon, and Malta 
Cable have returned, and the line is now completed, giving entire 
communication by submarine cables to Bombay. A reduced scale 
of charges will be found in our advertising columns. 

The directors of Hooper’s Telegraph Works (Limited) have is- 
sued their report. It states that the first section, consisting of 
1,098 miles of the China Cable, manufactured for the Great Northern 
Telegraph (China and Japan Extension) Company, has been com- 
pleted, and paid for according to agreement, and is now being deli- 
vered to the company, by which it will be laid between Hong Kong 
and Shanghai during the autumn. The manufacture of the re- 
maining 1,198 miles, being the second section for submersion be- 
tween Possiet Bay and Shanghai, will be completed before the end 
of the year. Out of the profits already earned, after writing off 
the whole of the preliminary expenses, the directors recommend 
payment of an ad interim dividend, free of income-tax, of 5s. per 
share, being at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum on the average 
capital paid up to the 30th June. It is proposed that the call of 
£3 per share, which by the articles of association is payable on 
the Ist August, shall be deferred. The report also states that 
additional premises at West Ham, with extensive plant and ma- 
chinery for insulating purposes, have been secured on advantageous 
terms.

The 
medium and fine grades are for the present neglected, and the few 
transactions reported are at rather easier rates. Tayshan Congous 
remain at last quotations. Souchongs: A parcel of fair at auction 
realised 1s. 04d. to 1s. Ofd. per Ib. Oolongs continue neglected. 
Scented Teas: Common Canton Scented Caper has been sold at 7d. 
to 8d. per Ib., and some very common and spuricua at 43d. to 5d.

A parcel of 468 bags Singapore was offered, and meeting no bids 
withdrawn, and 305 bags Manila were offered and sold, bold brown 
Java kind at 54s. to 55s.

spondent of The Times, a most extraordinary outrage has been com- 
mitted by Captain Henry M'Minnies, a passenger by the Chieftain, 
while in this port. Having become annoyed by the importunity of the 
boats which surrounded his vessel, seeking employment, he went be- 
low, fetched a loaded revolver, and fired two shots at one of the boate, 
one bullet striking it on the outside, and the other passing through 
the back board. He may think himeelf fortunate in the magistrate 
letting him off with a simple fine of £5, and no detention being cansed 
to the ship in consequence of his escapade. 

The new screw-steamer Abbotsford, built by Messrs. Blackwood and 
Gordon, of Glasgow, has left that port for London, to complete her 
loading for Singapore and China. The Abbotsford is a large hand- 
some screw-steamer of 1,060 tons new measure, and when loaded she 
will carry 1,300 to 1,4000 tons dead weight. Her engimes are on the 
componnd high and low principle of 110-horse power. On her trial 
trip on the Clyde she attained the very high rate of fully eleven knots, 
on aconsumption of fuel rather under 74 cwts. per hour. She iscom: 
manded by Captain C. Mann, of Leith. 

The Norwegian ship Lydia, Captain Laraen, from Manila and Zebu, 
for Liverpool, with a cargo of sugar, and upon which eighty guineas 
has been asked and paid for insurances, has been reported in safety at 
Banjoewangie, in Java. She had been 209 days in the China Sea 
without having been heard of.
